You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said town 
on Tuesday, the tenth day of March next, at nine of the clock in the 
forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriation of the 
same. 


3. To choose two trustees of the Boynton Common School for 
four and five years respectively. 


4. To choose one trustee of the Stearns Common School Be- 
quest for three years. 


5. To choose one trustee of the cemeteries for three years. 


6. To choose one trustee of the Mason Public Library for three 
years. 

7. To see what sum of money the town will raise and appro- 
priate for repairs of highways and bridges. 

8. To see what sum of money the town will raise and appro- 
priate for library purposes. 


9. To see what sum of money the town will raise and appro- 
priate for care of cemeteries. 


10. To see what sum of money the town will raise and appro- 
priate for Memorial purposes. 


11. To see rf the town will authorize the Selectmen to borrow 
money in anticipation of taxes. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to make any discount on taxes 
if paid on or before June 6, 1936. | 
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13. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum 
of money for advertising the town through the Monadnock Region 
Association or take any action thereto. 


14. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum 
of money for street lighting. 


15. To see if the town will accept state aid for construction of the 
Class II road known as Greenville road, and raise and appropriate 
or set aside for said purpose the sum of $418.50 or will accept state 
aid for construction of Class V roads and raise and appropriate 
or set aside for said purpose the sum of $418.50. 


16. To see if the town will vote to put up gates and bars at any 
of the following roads: 
(1) The road from the Tracy Eaton place to the Creighton 
place. 
(2) The road from Julia Merriam’s to the foot of Barrett hill. 


17. To see if the town will vote to mstruct the selectmen to print 
an Itemized list of uncollected taxes in future town reports. 


18. To see if the town will agree to support Patrick Tighe and his 
wife for the remainder of their lives in consideration of said Tighes 
deeding to the town all their right, title and interest in the farm on 
which they live in Mason, and raise and appropriate a sum not to 
exceed $600 for the purpose of clearing the mortgage and lien now 
on said property, or to act thereon. 


19. To hear reports of agents, auditors, committees and officers 
heretofore chosen and pass any vote relating thereto.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 
To the School Board and Citizens of Mason: 


I respectfully submit my thirteenth annual report as Superin- 
tendent of Schools. 


SUPERVISION 


While a considerable portion of a superintendent’s time is 
occupied with administrative duties, his chief function is in the 
field of supervising the work of teachers and pupils. Supervision 
Is accomplished in a variety of ways. By observation of the 
activities carried on in the school room during visits one gets a 
very good general impression of the standards of instruction and 
of the attitudes of the pupils toward the learning situation. The 
rate of progress in each grade and subject is checked by compari- 
son of periodical reports from the teachers with certain standards 
of progress. The proficiency of the pupils in the skills they are 
acquiring and in the specific knowledge they are gaining Is gauged 
by a series of standardized tests such as was outlined in the annual 
report a year ago. Another helpful source of information Is con- 
tact with parents; constructive criticism from this source Is always 
welcome, and without it one is apt to lose much of the personal and 
human element that should always be a guiding factor in super- 
vision. 


‘TEACHERS AND SALARIES 


For the past several years it has been common knowledge that 
many qualified teachers were unemployed. This is still true m the 
high school field, except in Commercial and Domestic Arts sub- 
jects, but the surplus of qualified teachers for the upper grades has 
very nearly disappeared, and there is at the present time an actual 
scarcity of primary grade teachers. At a recent conference of 
superintendents the president of one of the normal schools made 
a strong plea for us to send to the normal schools a larger number 
of students to be trained for teaching. 

During the depression salaries in general decreased and reached 
their lowest point a year ago. Partial restoration of the reductions 
has been made in a large number of towns and cities this year, so 
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that the average salaries are somewhat higher and the trend is 
toward further increases. This trend will of course be greater as 
the surplus of teachers diminishes and disappears. 


Cost oF TEXTBOOKS 


The question is sometimes asked why the cost of textbooks runs 
so high each year. I have attempted an analysis of this cost. Each 
child requires from ten to fourteen different books in his progress 
through each grade, or a total of 92 for the eight grades. The cost 
of these is approximately $66, or an average of $8.25 per grade. 
These books wear out or become obsolete in from four to ten years, 
and the replacement cost on this basis is estimated at $1.40 per 
pupil each year. Mason has approximately 40 pupils m grades one 
to eight, so that the text book replacement would amount to $56 
a year. The average actual expenditure per pupil last year in New 
Hampshire was $1.19. In Mason the average actual expenditure 
for textbooks in the past four years has been $1.35 per pupil. Each 
year a careful estimate is made of the needs for the coming year, 
based upon the probable number of pupils in each grade and the 
condition of the books on hand. This estimate appears in the 
budget. 


HEALTH PROGRAM 


The annual medical inspection was made in October by Dr. 
Mason, assisted by Mrs. Gilbert. Fourteen pupils were found to 
have no physical defects. Among the others the following defects 
were found: 


10 per cent or more underweight 12

Defective vision 1

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REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS 


At the Centre School last summer the roof was shingled where 
needed and the desk tops were sanded and refinished. At Number 
Six some painting was done. There are no major repairs needed 
at the Centre Schoolhouse this year, and we are not advising that 
any work be done at Number Six although the floor is rather badly 
worn and will need to be relaid if the school is to be mamtained long. 


BuDGET FoR 1936-1937 


Since the enrollment at the Centre is this year less than thirty 
pupils, the budget has not been approved in full by the State 
Board of Education. The amount of state aid allotted for next 
year is consequently reduced to $1,821.33, as compared with 
$2,650.59 received this year. In effect the State Board has ap- 
proved maintaining two schools instead of three. 

To continue with three schools next year, with state aid for only 
two, would necessitate an appropriation of more than $3000. The 
budget has been drawn up, therefore, on the basis of two teachers. 
Two plans of organization with two teachers have been considered: 
First, to maintain two one-room schools with eight grades in each, 
one at the Centre and one in the Number Six District. Second, 
to close the school in Number Six District and transport the chil- 
dren to the Centre, maintaining there a two-room school as at 
present. 

Believing that the best educational advantage of all the children 
is the consideration that is of the greatest importance, we believe 
the second plan is much to be preferred. Considering the total 
cost, the first plan would be cheaper than the second because of the 
cost of transportation from Number Six District to the Centre; but 
this additional cost would be met by additional state aid, so that 
the net cost to Mason would vary but little as between the two 
plans. 

The budget has been prepared with the second plan in view with 
sufficient allowance made for transportation of pupils from Num- 
ber Six District. The cost of the transportation that is now pro- 
vided has decreased from $1,865.80 two years azo, and $1,531.00 
last year, to approximately $1,152.00 the current year. High 
School tuition a year ago was estimated at $1,130.00 and it is 
costing approximately that amount, but none of the pupils attend- 
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ing Townsend High School and Appleton Academy is a senior this 
year, and probably the four who will complete eighth grade this 
year will go to High School; this will increase High School tuition 
cost to approximately $1,525.00. 

The estimated balance at the end of the current year will be in 
excess of $500.00, so that we believe an appropriation of $2,500, 
together with other income and including the balance, will be 
sufficient to maintain the schools on either of the proposed plans 
the coming year.
